The first disorder of o serlons nature at-
tanding the freight handlers” strike was eausod
by tha strikora in Jarsey Clty yosterday, The
teanaporiation business of the differunt rail-
ronds ternilnating there was almost suspend-
od. The fevight ncoumulnted in the depota
potil 1k becsme (mpossiblo for the greon labor-
ere to handle 1. The New York, Lake Erle
and Wostern  Rallroad Company sst about
sovonty Itallan lmmlgennts  at work.  In
the alternoon, however, a party of strik-
ora on their way to thie city to partlel-
pate In the parade, fnvaded this company's
yard in Pavonia avenue aud their appsarance
put tho neweomera to Night. The now mon wore
Itnltuns, They wore enreled to New York on
tho tugbonat Susan, nd went to work on the
eompany ‘s piers in this clty, Although no vio-
Jonce was used, the oMeinls of the rosd were
alarmed. nnd demanded protection from Mayor
Furman, The Mayor had sn interview with
pome of the oMoecrs of the road, who informed
him of the rout of thoe Italinns. Pres-
{dont Nird of the TPolice Board enlled a
spooial pneoting to be held in the evening.
Thix action was takon after Mayor Furman and
the Chiof hiad sonsulted Corporstion Counsel
Abbett ns to thelr duty Lo the premises, Inthe
menn Unie s number of the sirikers took pos-
pession of the yard tracks of the Erie road,
They murchod up and down the rills and com-
pellod or indused every employes of the com-

party  whom  they encountered, including
cnglneors,  firemen, and  switchmen, to
sop  work. Many switchmen  joined

in the movomeont, but tho arrival of a squad of
slaty polloamen, undor the commund of Chlet
Murphy, cnusod (e strikers to depart. After
thoy left, the reoruits whom they had persusded
to jotn them returned to thelr labors,

The handlers next visited the depot of the
Doalawaro, Lnockawanna and Westarn Eallroad,
where thelr numbers were Increased by large
popossions from the freighters of that company.,

At it o'oloek In the evening the nlght men in
theé erploy of the Erle Rallroad want on duty.
Numprous delegations from the sirikers walted
upon them and urged them to cease work. The
pwitelimen aud brakemen, after some discus-
#lon, decided 1o do so and left thelr posts, In
ponseniuence of this defection, (reight trafic on
o roind eensed witer ¥ o'oloek, The Polics Board
suthorized the Chisf to use the police force
st Lis own diserolion, and adjonrned to meet
aisinat L1 AL M. t-)-dnd‘. Commissloner Meyer
sl they had declded not to call for special
polisamen, but would, in case of necessity, havo
rocoursy tn the militia. It ts understood that
the officers of the Erie RHatlrosd notifled the
Governor of their hololessness, and added that
thoy micht need militla nid at any moment,

The Pennsylvania Raflroad also treated jta

The strikers were to have anded at 10
o'clock in the morning, but at that hour they
woere loitering in the shinde of the trees in the
Battory Park. The majority wore thelr host
clothes—business suits, nnd costumes of vlain
blue or Linck—but o great many, presumably
ou aceount of the heat, wore blue and white

than three hours the men lounged in the park,
They were waltl for the New Jersey moen
and for the arrival of the banner and the band
of musie, en it was learned that theres wis
not money enough for ewiployment of a
band, the men objested to marching without
one, and took upa ton cont subscription among
themsaelves to pal\: for the musie.
